New Delhi, the 28 th August 1958 

S.O. 1782.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 3 and 4A of the 
Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947) as in force in India and 
as applied to the State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes
